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PRICE OF GAS IN 
BELFAST. 


INCREASE REJECTED BY THE 
CORPORATION. 


The Belfast Corporation, at a special ameet- 
ing vesterday. rejected the recommendation 
of the Gas Committee, which proposed to 
increase the price of gas from two shillings 
and fourpence to two shillings and eight- 
pence net per thousand cubic feet. 

Councillor McLaurin, Chairman of the 
Committee, urged the increase on economic 
grounds, and pointed to sixteen cities across 
the water where increases from 6d. to 2s, 24d. 
had taken place. v. 

Several members expressed the view that 


‘everything possible should be done to avert 


the increase, in view of tha hardship that it 
would inflict on the noor. 

It was pointed out that the loss to the end 
of September, owing to the higher prices 
paid for coal in c@nsequence of the coal 
strike, was £37,797. - 

Councillor Captain Browne said that he 
felt very strongly that the increase would 
press very heavily on those least able to bear 
it. (Hear, hear.) They should draw on the: 
reserve to mect any loss, and so avert any 
increase in the price. 

The Lord Mayor said that they had a 
duty to discharge to the whole of the rate- 
payers, and they were the custodians of that 
big undertaking. While he appreciated what 
had been said aith regard to the poorer 
classes of the peéPle, the Committee had not 
ignored their claim, as the increase in the 
case of the slot meter consumers would only

BOYLE, Tuésday. 

Two years ago Boyle Agrigultural, Horti- 
cultural and Industrial Socials Show “was 
revived after a lapse of many: years. Last 
year it was again allowed to fall through 
Owing to the depression amongst farmers. Its 
resuscitation this year under such conditions 
as prevailed here te-ú » may be regarded as a 
hopeful sign for (> future. In all, prizes 
were offered for competition in 130 sections, 
and the aggregate entry amounted to 640, as 
comparéd with 511 at the previous Show.

MOTORIST FINED £20 FOR 
DANGEROUS DRIVING. 


Alfred R. Kelly, painter, Ranelagh road, 
was charged with having been drunk in 
charge of a motor car on the Chapelizod road 
on Monday evening, and with having driven 
the car in a manner dangerous to the public, 
with the result that he knocked down two 
horses in a hearse. . 

HORSES KNOCKED DOWN. 

George Dobbs, hearse driver, stated that 
at about 8.10 o’clock he was driving a 
hearse, with remains, along Conyngham road, 
between the boat club and Chapelizod Gate, 
on his proper side. A motor car approached, 
and another car came out from behind it 
and came along on the channel on the wit- 
nesses’s side of the road; struck the front 
horses of the hearse and knocked them down. 

The witness had stopped the horses, and 
shouted : “ Where are you: going to?” when 
he saw the car. After knocking down the 
horses the car went on for about 50 yards. 
There were three or four men in the car 
when the collision took place. 

Replying to Mr. P. Campbell, solicitor, de- 
fending, the witness said that he did not 
notice a man being pitched out,of the motor 
car, but when he looked behind after the 
car had passed he saw a man lying on the 
road. One of the horses was vied in the 
chest by the motor car and was cut on the 
bicast. He could not say what became of 
the other motor car. The car which struck 
the horses seemed to be trying to get be- 
tween the hearse and the witness’s side of 
the road. It was quite light at the time. 

WIDOWER'S ACCOUNT. 

Joseph Connolly,,«labourer, stated that he 
was in a mourning coach behind the hearse, 
which bore his wife's remains. ~ He heard a 
crash on the Conyngham road. He opened 
the door of the coach, jumped out and saw 
two of the hearse horsés lying on the ground, 
and a mam lying in the middle of the road, 
bleeding. i 

James Kelly was sitting in the back of 
the motor car, also blééding. The defen- 
dant had been driving the car, and when the 
witness saw him he was staggering about 
alongside the car. He was under the in- 
fluence of drink. 

Another car came up and the injured men 
were put into it. ‘The defendant refused to 
get in, saying that he would stop there until 
a policeman came.. There wére no signs of 
injury on him. ‘ He was like as if he was 
excited,” went on the witness. 
liquor off him.’’ 

Replying ~to Mr. Campbell, the witness 
said that if the man got a blow it could 
account for his staggering about, but he was 
under the influence of drink. 

THROWN FROM CAR. 

Agnes Reilly, who was cycling behind the 
hearse at the time of the collision, said that 
she saw a motor car approaching, on the 
wrong side of the road. It skidded in try- 
ing to get away from the hearse, i: the 


next thing she saw was one of théf horses 
lying on the ground. She saw one of tle men 
in the car ‘‘make a somersault’’ out of the car 
as a result of the impact and fell on the road- 
way. <A tyre of the car rolled away down the 
road. The witness did not approach near 
enough to observe the men’s condition. i 

In reply to Mr. Campbell, the witness said 
that the car had gone on íor about ten:or 
fifteen yards after the collision when the tyre 
came off. vos 
y To the Bench—Her attention was taken up 
with the man who was thrown from the car 
and who was bleeding from the head. 

Edward McCready, billiard marker, of 1 
Ranelagh, whose head and face were exten- 
sively bandaged, gave evidence that on. Mon- 
ay evening Alfred Kelly brought him for a 

rive ip his motor car, together with James 
Kelly. They went to Lucan, where the de- 
fendant had two small whiskeys. On the way 
back from Chapelizod the defendant tried to 
pull out to pass another car in front. The 
witness heard a shout, and he wag thrown 
out on the roadway. He knew no more until 
he found himself in Steevens’s ao Hor 

In reply to Mr. Campbell, the witness stated 
that the defendant was not under the influence 
of drink that evening. i 

Sergeant McGrath, Chapelizod, gave evidence 
of finding on the road a 
collision the tracks of a’ motor car 64 feet 
from the right-hand side. He saw both Kellys 
in Steevens’s Hospital at nine o'clock, Both 
were under the influence of drink. 

DRUNKENNESS N PROVED. 

The defendant in evidenc& denied that he 
was under the influence of drink that evening. 
On the way home from Chapelizod he at- 
tempted to pass a car in front of him. He 
found that the other tar was going too fast 
for him to pass and turned in to his own side 
again. did so his car skidded and 
struck ding pair of horses with the 
hearse. that night he found that the 
cause of thefskid was that a tyre had come off, 

o the Justice, the defendant sgid 
that his brakes were fairly good. 

Mr. Little said that there was no evidence 
to convince him that Alfred Kelly was drunk, 
and he dismissed that charge. He convicted 
on the charge of driving in a manner 
dangerous to the public, and fined the de- 
fendant £20 and suspended his driver’s licence 
for twelve months. '

INDUSTRY. 


GENERAL REFORM 
~~ REQUIRED. -

At a meeting of the Standing Committee 
of the Irish Fishermen's Association, held in 
Dawson street, Dublin, last night the recent 
statements by the Minister for Fisteries wer 
eonsideyed, and it was resoived to stand by 
the igMowiag resolutions passed at the Howth- 

w meeting :— — 

) * That this meeting of fishermen, repre- 
nting the four coasts of Ireland, realising 
hat any drastic actién by the Department, of 
wsheries with respect to agis cé arreárs 
on loans granted: during and following the 
Great War would he very injiitious to the 
fishing industry ‘as a whole, and would cut 
away completely fsom the fishermen the help 
hitherto given them by public spirited 
citizens who acted as guarantors, calls upon 
‘the Department to withdraw forthwith any 
writs it has issued against fishermen of 


yuarant and to desist from any such 
drastiy’ action in any district until the whole 
question of loans and arrears, in conjunction 
with other important matters bearing on the 
industry, has been examined into and re- 
ported on by a compétent committee. We 
call upon the Minister for Fisheries to put 
into operation, without further delay, {us 
promise, given over nine months ago, to have 
a revaluat‘on carried out of the boats and 
gear suppl.ed to fishermen by the Depart- 
ment.” 

(2) “ This meeting of fishermen, salesmen 
and buyers, assembied at Howth from nine 
different counties, request deputies who 
represent maritime constituencies to take 
steps. during the parliamentary recess to 
ascertain the position of fishing in their 
respective disiricts, so that on. the re-opening 
‘of the Oireachtas they may be in a position 
to mp upon the Government the necessity 
there is for holding at. an early date a con- 
ference of all the interests connected with 
sea fishing with a‘view to the formulatign 
of a scheme for the general improvement and 
development of the industry. We would 
further ask deputies to move that the corr 
ference inciude in the scope of its enquiry the 
re-organisation of the Department of Fisherias 
on lines more in consonance with the needs of 
the industry, which needs have not been met 
during the past. three years. We are deter- 
mined that this question shall not be left over 
indefinitely, and we pledge ourselves to use 
means in Our power to ensure that 
the desired conference shali be held and its 
findings put into wperation without undue 
delay. 


COURTS OFFICERS. 
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FORMATION OF THE CENTRAL 
OFFICE. 

The formation* of the Central Office—com- 
prising fourteen of the former offices—in 
connection with the Law Courts in Dublin 
Castle is nearing completion, and already 
many of. the High Court officials have re- 
moved to new locations in the building. 
While it is stated that resignations under 
the Courts Officers Act are not numerous, 
many familiar faces will be missing when 
the Courts sit again, the limitation of age 
being responsible for the departure of some 
of the senior men. 

The reconstruction that is taking place will 
bring officials of distinct departments into 
closer proximity with their Courts. For in- 
stance, the office put at the disposal of the, 
Registrar of. the Supreme Court now i“ 
found, not in a part of the Castle furthest 
from the Supreme Court, but close to the 
seat of that tribunal. The Master, Mr. 
Gerald Horan, K.C., has removed from his 
old office. to a more convenient one in the 
Castle, where he can be in close touch with 
all the activities of the Courts, while changes 
in location are going on in other departments. 

The three taxing masters who have been 
appointed are Masters Kilbride, McNamara 
and Denning—all existing officers. 

Mr. E. H. Kenny has been appointed 
Probate Officer, and Sir Walter Boyd retains 
his position as Bankruptcy Registrar. 

Mr. E. J. Hollinshead continues as Official 
Assignee. 

Mr. James O’Brien, K.C., remains as 
Registrar of the Supreme Court, and Mr. 
John Muldoon, K.C., has been appointed 
Registrar to the Chief -Justice. 

The examiner is Mr. T: W. Ellerker, and 
"Mr. E. P. O'Toole is the accountant.

FARMING INDUSTRY. 
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PROTECTION ADVOCAYED. 

Addresses, urging Protection for the agri- 
cultural industry, were delivered to the 
Louth County Committee of Agriculture yes- 
terday by Mr. J. Bergin, Athy, and Mr. B. 
Halligan, Dublin. 

r, Bergin said that the great necessity 
was to enable the farmers\to live in the 
country, and unless the industry was pro- 
tected this was impossible.

McGuinness in Seatown, said that on this 
night, at 9.50, Doyle and a companion named 
Quigley came into the shop and had two 
diets At. five minutes to ten the witness 
closed the two doors and proceeded to count 
the cash in the till. While engaged at this 
he heard knocking at the side door, but did 
not open it. When the knocking was re- 
peated twice he wént to the door, with the 
object of allowing Quigley and Doyle out 
and seeing who was there. Instantly three 
men rushed in, jamming the witness behind 
the .door. The men all wore dark masks 
across their. faces and the first “man carried 
a revolver. As he rushed across the shop 
DoyR™made for the door, asking what was 
up. As soon as he asked this the raider 
fired and Doyle lay across the counter, moan- 
ing. ‘The raider then ordered the others to 
put their hands up, went behind the counter 
and took all the money there—£19 odd. He 
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then cleared off with his companions.

WORKS OF IMAGINATION. 

In his Presidential address, Dr. Henry 
Guppy, of Manchester, said that the modern 
development of the public library had been 
remarkable, and ‘a people themselves were 
responsible for bringing it about, they having 
established the necessary ‘machinery by 
voluntary effort in the old Mechanics’ Instt- 
tutes. ~The function of the rate-supported 
public library was to make provision, not 
merely for the things that make life possible, 
but for the health of the mind, and for the 
things which tend to elevate, beautify, and 
ennoble the life of the people, without which 
our prosperity and happiness as a nation 
would perish. 7 

A good deal of nonsensical criticism had 
been levelled against the public library be- 
cause of the preponderance Of fiction which 
was said to figure amongst the records of 
cireulation. The critics. however. overlooked 
the fact that the public library was intended 
to minister to our recreation, our ssthetic 
and spiritual needs, as well as to -serious. 
study. Works of imagination are despised by 
some of these carping critics, as having to do 
with fiction rather than with “fact, and as 
being of no value to the student who wishes 
to acquire exact knowledge. That is a great 
mistake, he said, for many of our foremost 
scientists have been led to their most im- 
portant discoveries by the quickening power 
of a suggestive imagination. In history and 
in the whole world of concrete facts imagina- 
tion 1s as necessary as in poetry. 

LIFE WITHOUT IMAGINATION. 

_ A man may Jive, and live bravely, without 
imagination, just as a house may be well 
compacted to keep out rain and let in light 
and yet be ugly. But no man would prefer 
to live in an ugly house if he could have a 
beautiful one; so beauty, which is the natural 
food of a healthy imégination, should 
be sought after by everyone who is 
anxious to make the most of himself. 
The great outstanding . masterpieces of 
literature, the books which are superior to 
the ebb and flow of popular fancy and critical 
opinion and which refuse to die, are the 
products of the great imaginative teachers 
who have created the masterpieces which 
have immortalised their names. 

Those great books owe their greatness to 
the greatness of the personalities that gave them 
life. They grow directly out of life, and in read- 
ing them we are brought into large, close and 
fresh relations with life. A great novel is 
horn of the brain and’ heart of its author. 
He has put himself into its pages. they 
partake of his life, and are instinct with his 
personality. His utterances are the utter- 
ances of one who has himself been close to 
those aspects of life of which he speaks, who 
has looked, at them with his own eyes, and 
by the keenness of his vision has seen more 
deeply into things, and by the strength of 
his insight has apprehended their meaning 
more powerfully than the common race of 
me, and who, in addition, had the artist's 
faculty of making us see and feel with him. 

‘ THE TRAINING OF CHILDREN 

Even supposing that the libraries circulated a 
preponderance of fiction, that was no argu- 
ment against the public librarv. It was an 
argument for supplying only the best in 
fiction; but in addition to the recreational 
reading a great deal of serious study was 
conducted through the public library. 

Referring to the importance of training 
children in the use of books, Dr. ‘ruppy said 
that if once the necessity for literature forced 
itself into the sub-consciousness of the pesple 
the new age would have begun. Mean strects 
would disappear and mean souls wouid grow 
into something higher. 

LIBRARIES AND POLITICS. 

In a paper on “Books, Libraries and 
Politics.’ Mr. L. R. McColvin, Ipswich, 
argued that politics were organised on a 
protagonist basis, with appeals to senti- 
mentality and emotion rather than reason. 
The library could be, he contended, the in- 
strument for political emancipation, emanci- 
pation from ignorance, prejudice, hate and 
emotionalism. Books encouraged impartial 
studies. 

Mr. L. Stanley Jast. Manchester, declared 
that man was an emotional animal and the 
elector who divested himself entirely of 
emotion and prejudice and went to the public 
library to make a dispassionate scientinc 
studv of every political question before he 
voted would not be a human being but a 
monster.

ing ‘one of his’ periodical visits to the house, 
was engaged about 10 a.m. with his wife 
in the smoke room upstairs when the reports 
of two shots rang out. Dashing doWhstairs 
fo investigate; Mr: Jackson “found Miss 
Elinor lying in the pasghge by the kitchen 
entrance and Miss May the floor near the 
back door. Both died soon) afterwards. 

The weapon used was a  double-barelled 
shot gun, which was ‘usually kept in the 
pantry. Houghton, who was formerly in the 
service of Mr. Gordon Woodhouse, the only 
brother of the-two ladies, served during the 
war in the R:A.M.C. .oh a _ hospital ship 
between England and France. 


POLICE C T PROCEEDINGS. 
Houghton was Pbrought before the county 
“Magistrates and charged with the double 
murder yesterday afternoon. 

he only evidence given was that of the 
Deputy Chief Constable of Herefordshire, Mr. 
A. Weaver, who said that hé& went to Burg- 
hill Court in the morning and saw the bodies 
of the two ladies. Later he went up to 
Houghton’s room and found that the door 
was locked. He called out: “ Houghton get 
up; open the door.” The accused then opened 
the door slightly, but immediately shut it 
again. The witness again requested him to 
open the door, and this time he came out. 
Houghton was ‘bleeidng from the throat, hav- 
ing apparently inflicted several gashes with a 
razor. The: witness led him downstairs, and 


cused exclaimed: ‘‘Oh, dear, this is a bad 
job.’ The witness replied: ‘‘ Yes, it is.” 
Afterwards Houghton said: ‘‘It is passion.” 
He was afterwards taken to Hereford, where 
his iniuries were stitched. and dressed. When 
‘formally charged with the murder he replied : 
“I dont wish to say anything.”’ 

On this evidence the accused was formally 
remanded until next Tuesday. 

Houghton is a native of Cheshire, and. the 
Misses WoodHouse belonged to Liverpool.

INNISKILLING OFFICER'S 
DEATH IN ZULULAND. 


Captain Charles E. Pearse, late of the 6th 
(Inniskilling) Dragoons, has died at Idhlebe, 
Mahlabatini, Zululand, at the age of 71. He 
was regarded as one of the few remaining 
links with the early civilised days of Zulu- 
and. 

Captain Pearse joined the Life Guards in 
his youth, and served with them in the 
Egyptian campaign of 1884-85. Later, obtain- 
ing a commission, he was transferred to the 
6th (Inniskilling) Dragoons. After a — 
of service with that regiment, Captain Pearse 
was seconded to the Zululand Police, the old 
‘‘ Nongqai,”” as sub-inspector, under the late 
Commandant Mansell. He was stationed at 
Nongoma, where he served during the dis- 
turbances of 1888 which ended in the exile 
of Dinizulu (son and heir of Cetewayo) to 
St. Helena. . 

On June 20th, 1895, Captain Pearse 
married Miss Thring, of Stanger, Natal, the 
ceremony taking place at the lvuma Store, in 
Northern Zululand, there being no church in 
that part of the country. Two years later 
Captain Pearse retired from the Zululand 
Police, and purchased the store at Idhlebe. 
Here. he remained until his death. 

Strictly °upright in his dealings, Captain 
Pearse was held in high esteem by everyone. 
He has left a widow, two sons and four 
married daughters, also several grand- 
children. The funeral took place at Mahla- 
batini. Captain Pearse was a son of the 
late Rev. G. W. Pearse.

GRAPHIC STORY OF THE FIRE. 
I visited Croom Hspital, Limerick, this 
evening, and saw the nine survivors of the 
disaster who were i@jured. James Kirwan, 
of Drumcollogher, is in a serious condition. 
I stopped at the hedside of John Gleeson, 
who is clerk of the chapel at Drumecollogher, 
and got from him the story of how he 
managed to save his wife. from the burning 
building, although he very nearly sacrificed 
his own life in doing so. He did not tell 
me the latter part, but I had it from’ eye- 
witnesses that when he had got his wife out 
he tried to get another woman out, but 
had to desist because, as he said, the flesh 
came off his hands, and made it impossible. 
“I was sitting inside in the hall, he said, 
with my wife, about half-way up, a little 
above the operating machine. The first nic- 
ture shown was a cowboy one, and the 
second, a big picture, *‘ ‘he Ten Command- 
ments,” was put on. I heard a cry, and 
looking around, the first thing 1 saw was 
the operator firing what I took to be a 
candle from the inside of the machine on the 
floor. I then saw a sudden blaze. | re- 
mained where I was when the people in the 
body of the hall all stood up. Although 
the cry of “fire” had gone up, the people 
in the front of the screen at the top of. :he 
hall did not seem t@ realise that anyth:ig 
was wrong, and when the people rushed for 
the front door I heard the operator shout- 
ing to the people to go back, that every- 
thing was all right.

RUSH TO THE WINDOW. 

“TI thought of the windows and rushed 
to the one behind the screen. I knew that 
there were iron bars on the window, but that 
they would not be hard to remove. I worked 
frantically at them, while my wife stood by 
my side. I could feel the heat growing in- 
tense. . My ears were deafened with the noise 
and crackle of the flames and burning wood, 
while my eyes and mouth were full of smoke. 

got my wife through the window at 
last, and then turned to assist a grey-haired 
woman whom L heard moaning at my feet. 
I helped her to the window and pushed her 
through. I made to help another woman 
through, but quite suddenly the fiesh came off 
my hands in junks. I looked and saw the 
flesh all crinkled and shrivelled; yet I had 
not been touched by, the flames. The

| then made for the window myself and got 
through on to the rick of hay outside. I then 
peticed the grey-haired woman hanging down 
with ber legs caught in the window. I re- 
member rushing around and getting buckets of 
water until some men picked me up and took 
me to a house where I was anointed by Canon 
Begley and attended to by a doctor. My wife 
was there also. Then I fainted.”

There is a grave and urgent necessity for a 
new constitutional party in the Irish Free 
State which ‘shall ensure that Irish national 
development shall proceed in accordance with 
the desire of the Irish people.

(2 and 3) Republicans (two kinds), who 
take no part in government and weaken the 
machine by the absence of some of its most 
valuable parts; who possess ideals from which 
they will not depart though Ireland be dying 
by inches, and which one of their leaders 
Issprepared “‘to wade through Irish blood ”’ 
to obtain; with no constructive programme 
whatsoever: whose advent to power would 
mean a fresh pension list to be borne by the 
taxpayer. 

(4) The Magennis Party, with no policy or 
programme and only ‘three members, 

(5) The Farmers’ Party, suffering from the 
want of any adequately considered policy or 
programme other than the destruction of the 
existing state of affairs and an idea that 
money and land can be got for nothing. 

(6) The Nationalists, a pheerfix-like resurrec- 
tion of Mr. Redmond’g’ Party, pledged to 
criticise and oppose the party in power, which 
may contain some sound and gifted elements. 
So far we do not know sufficient to form any 
opinion as to its merits or otherwise. 

(7) Labour, possessing one leader of preved 
ability of a critical nature; owning, as a 
whole, socialistic tendencies foreign to the 
Irish mind. 

(8) Independents, many of them good, sound 
men, but from their very name lacking the 
power which gathers strength from unity.

The Times, in a leading article, says :—A 
door to a possible peace has been approached 
by the miners.

by the colliery owners, or, having en 
closed, will it be . reopened?. It ‘1s 
evident fram Mr. Churchill’s remarks that 
the Government was as much surprised as the 
public to learn a fortnight ago ‘that. the 
owners flatly refused to enter into national 
negotiations. As Mr. Churchill pointed out, 
the DH Association all through the past 
yeam/'“has been before the public as the 
united spokesman of: one-side of the indus- 
try.” Suddenly it announced that it had dis- 
solved itself as a negotiating body, its powers 
had gone, and there was ‘‘ nothing but the 
void to speak to now.” Certainly as late as 
June the’ Association was prepared, and 
actually proposed, to engage in. national dis- 
cussions. It is<true that since then the dis- 
trict associations of owners have indepen- 
dently offered their own terms of employment, 
amd it is also true that the Eight Hours Act 
was passed in order to allow of better dis- 
trict proposals being’ made than would have 
been possible had the old law been retained. 
The Government. was privy to the publication 
of district terms, and assisted in the open- 
ing of that door to a possible settlement of 
the dispute. But there is controversy between 


i the Government and the owners as to whether 


these district offers were meant to be in 
sulfstitution for, or complementary, or pre- 
liminary to a national settlement. 

The Government does not accept the argu-. 
ment that the essential measure of freedom 
for district negotiations is -necessarily de- 
stroyed by a national agreement—by such an 
agreement, for example, as the Coal Commis- 
sion recommended. It is how disclosed that 
most of the members of the. Cabinet were 
inclined to insert a series of limiting conditions 
in the Hours Bill. but accepted “' certain 
assurances in general terms ” from the Mining 
Association, The Government’s record in the 
matter is clear, and it is wholly free and 
unfettered to promote a settlement by what- 
ever means are the more hopeful.. The 
Governmert believes—and the belief is 
undoubtedly shared by the public~that 
the miners’ leaders have made a sincere 
proposal which commits them to seek a 
resumption of work on terms that take 
full account of the economic condition of 
the industyy. They believe, further, that 
an unnecessary obstacle is put in the way 


to meet them in national negotiations. After 
all, and in spite of the scant attention that 
has lately been given to the report of the 
Comnyssion, it is to its findings at last that 
refereftice has to be made for impartial and 
authoritative guidance, and it may be -re- 
called that, while the Commission considered 
it essential that there should be, as there 
always has been, considerable variation in 
the rates of wages in the several districts,

The Prime Minister, Mr. Coates, who is 
leaving for England to attend the forthcom- 
ing Imperial Conference, received an enthu- 
siastic farewell yesterday, when he addressed 
a meeting of his constituents at Kaipara Har- 
bour, and dealt with a aber of important 
Imperial questions. 

He realised, he said, the iNportance of fre 
Imperial Conference, and lbw essential — 
was for New Zealand to be represented at it, 
No other Uonstitution offered the freedom 
and liberty that ruled under the stystem 
existing in the Dominions, and they had been 
helped along by the Mother country. No 
doubt existed in the minds of New Zea- 
janders as to where they stood within the 
Empire or about their loyalty to Great 
Britain. Their great objective must be to 
bind the Empire together. ee 

“ We must keep New Zealand British,” he 
declared. ‘If others adopt New Zealand as 
their own country they should become loyal 
to our Constitution and our flag.” 

MPERIAL DEFENCE. 

New Zealand could wholeheartedly sub- 
scribe to the ideal of the League of Nations, 
‘he,continued. It could be made so perfect 
as to prevent conflict, but it was absolutely 
necessary to have sufficient naval protection 
while working to further the League s objec- 
tive. As they had accepted their maturity 
they must accept more respongjbility in the 

rotection of trade routes and their defence, 
treat Britain had carried the load for a long 
time, and was now hard up against it. They 
could radually accept responsibilities that 
would be of vital assistance to the Mother 
land.

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HREE British nayal officers and four 
men have. fallen inthe course.of an 
éngagement between British gunboats and 
the Chinese forces, under General Yang 
Sen, who had seised-a number of British 
ships at Wanhsien, on the Yangtse. 

General Yang Sen was approached and 
asked to release the séized ships,. on con- 
ditién that an.inquiry should be held and 
compensation should be paid if it. was 
found that they had been at fault. He 
refused to release them on any condition, 
and theretipon a couple of’ gunboats “were 
sent to attempt their releases “ - 

The gunboats, .however,.. were., shelled 
heavily by field guns and other armament 
from both sides of the river, and after a 
stubborn fight they withdrew.

The latest reports state that three officers 
and four men on board the steamer Kaiwo 
were killed in the igi at Wenhsien, on 
the Yangtse, on September 5.

It willbe recalled that the merchant 
steamer Kaiwo, manned bya naval detach- 
ment, was accompanying H.M.S. Widgeon in 
an attempt to release two British ships, 
ths Wantung and: the-Wanbsien, which had 
been seized by Chinese troops. .it. appears 
that when the firing started the crews-of the 
Widgeon and the Kaiwo gallantly resolved 
not to leave. in Chinese hands. the six officers 
of the -captive vessels. These~roonsisted of 
the captain, the mate and the enginegggén 
each case. The remainder of the crews Were 
Chinese. 

The officers.of the steamer Wanhsien wers 
safely taken off, and also the saptaip of the 
Wantung. The Wantung was. heavily fired 
upon by the Chinese, and thereupon the mate 
and engineer attempted to swim to a French 
gunboat nearby.

ACCOUNT. 


CHINESE GENERAL’S TACTICS. 


The Press Association is informed that on 
the information at present available the fol- 
lowing may be regarded as an authoritative 
account of the incident at Wanhsien, on the 
upper Yangtse, in which casualties were 
suffered by British naval forces in attempting 
to rescue two British ships which had been 
seized and detained by General Yang Sen, an 
adherent of Wu Pei-fu :— 
" On August 29 the British steamer Wanliu 
arrived at Yun Yang, forty miles below 
Wanhsien. As she was discharging pastengers, 
and apparently still under way, Chinese 
soldiers came on board, and another sampan 
full of soldiers also approached. Fire was 
opened on the Wanliu from both banks of. the 
river, and the soldiers on board rushed the 
bridge and engine-room. The ship’s officers 
drove the Chinese soldiers off the brrige, but 
meanwhile the other sampan, which had been 


already on board: then

(1)—That an inquiry should be held into 
the circumstances.of the accidental sinking of 
the junk by the Wanliu. i 

(2)—That the British officers should be 
released and the Chinese soldiers withdrawn 
from the Wantung and the Wanhsien, which 
should then be detained in custody of a 
British gunboat pending the arrival of the 
Wanliu. 

(3)—That a sum mutually to be agreed 
upon should be deposited. with some person 
or institution at Wanhsien or Chungking, 
pending the result of the findings of. the 
Court or Arbitration Board.’ 

In spite of these conciliatory propésals, 
General Yang Sen remained obdurate, and his 
attitude stiffened to one of defiance. It was 
only after all attempts at.an amicable settle- 
ment had failed and in view of the dangerous 
and humiliating position of the two British 
vessels and H.M.S. Cockchafer, that H.M.S.

somebody the ladder fell down on top of me 
and my hand was injured.

A BROKEN LADDER. '

Some of 
the recent deliberations of the Council 
have been very disturbing in this respect. 
If one or two statesmen can settle every- 
thing without appeal before coming to 
Geneva, what is the point of having a 
League of Nations? 

‘This passage expresses in a rather ex- 
treme form the views of some of the 
smaller members of the League. There 
was some speculation this afternoon as to 
whether a demonstration will be made to- 
morrow against the Council’s decision. The 
Assembly could, if it liked, by a majority 
vote, refer the matter back to a committee 
for further examination. .This would 
delay Germany's entry into the Council, 
though not her admission into the League. 
It is most unlikely that this will happen, 
though voices of protest will, no doubt, 


be heard. 


‘TO-DAY’S PROCEDURE. 


LIVELY DEBATE EXPECTED 
IN ASSEMBLY. 


From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT, 
GENEVA, Tuesday. 

The procedure to be followed at to- 
morrow's session of the Assembly with 
reference to the admission of Germany to the 
League, with a permanent seat on the 
Council, and the increase in the number of 
non-permanent seats, gave rise to some dis- 
cussion and divergence of views in the course 
of the meeting of the Assembly’s Business 
Committee. 

Some of the members were of opinion that 
the whole of the Council’s resolution of 
September 4th should be submitted to the 
Assembley en bloc, and a vote taken thereon, 
while others favoured separating the resolu- 
tion into two parts—namely, voting first on 
Germany s admission and the allocation to 
her of a permanent seat, and next voting on 
the increase of non-permanent seats. 

It was finally decided that the Committee 
should recommend the Assembly to proceed 
as follows :—To vote in one reel Ara on the 


4 election .of Germany to the League, and in 


another the allocation of a permanent seat 
to Germany, and the increasing of a number 
of non-permanent seats by three 

The Committee. will further report regard- 
ing the method of election, ete., to the first 
Assembly Committee. 

Dealing with legal and constitutional 
questions, the President of the Assembly is 
to make an appeal to the good sense of the 
Assembly to agree to the foregoing pro- 
cedure, but, as there are some dissentients, 
an interesting and possibly dively debate is 
expected to-morrow. 

COMMITTEE’S DECISION. 
5.30 p.m. 

The First Committee (legal and constitu- 
tional questions), which had to deal specially 
with the admission of Germany and the 
alteration of the Council, after a brief 
sitting to-day decided to refer the question 
of German admission direct to the Assembly 
without discussion. 

So this matter will, as expected, be brought 
up at to-morrow’s Assembly meeting. It was 
also decided to defer all debate as to the 
alteration of the Council until after the 
arrival of the Germans on Friday, except 
the alteration of the number of non-per- 
manent seats to nine, the discussion of which 
wil! come up at to-morrow’s meeting of the 
Assembly. 


FRENCH VIEWS. 
SERBIA’S WELCOME TO 
GERMANY. 

PARIS, Tuesday. 

The opening of the seventh Assembly of the 
League of Nations is widely commented on 
in the French Press, which, while generally 
expressing satisfaction at the consecration 
about to be bestowed on the policy of Locarno, 
regrets that the League’s position as a uni- 
versal institution will be weakened by empty 
seats. 

‘The two vacant chairs opposite the Ger- 
man seat, which will at last be occupied,”’ 
writes the Temra, “is not a result upon 
which we can greatly congratulate ourselves.” 

The Temps urges that a determined effort 
should be made to remedy the situation, which 
does not consolidate the moral authority of 
Geneva, and suggests that Spain might not 
remain deaf to an unanimous manifestation 
by the whole Assembly. |

THE REVIVAL OF IRISH. 


TQ THE EDITOR OF THE IEISH TIMES. 

Sir.—It is a real pleasure to me to Cross 
pens with a good-humoured and _ courteous 
controversialist like Mr. Louis J. Walsh. 
There is no difference between him and me in 
regard to love and admiration of the Irish 
language. I think it 1s a good thing that 1t 
should be taught in the schools, and I have a 
' great admiration for those young men and 
women who keep up the study of it alter 
leaving school.

generation of Irish children, and to rob them

A Gaelic-speaking Ireland 
would now ‘mean an isolated Ireland; and 
that 1s not my ideal for my country. I did 
not argue that because a thing is old it must 
be inefficient. For fox-hunting a horse is 
much more efficient than a motor car. What 
I do maintain-is that, as a means of communi- 
| cation, English may be compared to a motor 
car and Irish to an ass and cart, as means of 
locomotion. Greek is said to excel in its power 
to. express the finer shades of thought, but 
to-day it is almost useless as a means of 
general communication.

Backers who do not 
recognise these very certain truths, and who 
go elsewhere for more generous terms, are 
quite likely to find that if they had the best 
of the betting they will get the worst of the 
settling. 

If a backer prefers to have the exact 
amount of the tax charged to him in his 
weekly account on all his bets, whether he 
wins or loses, it will, no doubt, be quite 
easy to meet his wishes.

V.C."S APPEAL FOR SUPPORT. 

Captain the Hon. E. B. S. Binglim@m, who 
won the Victoria Cross at the Battle of Jut- 
land was the principal speaker at the mecting 
of the Bangor Branch of the Lifeboat Insti- 
tution. 

He -appealed for generous support for a 
great national and humane institution that 
was responsible for the saving of lives from 
shipwreck round the 5,000 miles of coast, and 
particularly for sufficient support to defray 
the cost of maintaining the twenty-five life- 
boats round the Irish coast. These boats, 
boat-houses, and slipways had been placed by 
the institution in London, and they had spent 
in capital outlay over £150,000. The institution 
was carrying on the work (with the active 
assistance of local committees: in Ireland) at 
the invitation of the Governments of Northern 
ireland and of the Free State, from whom 
they do not ask for a penny contribution. 
(Applause?) Ireland would have fifteen motor 
lifeboats within a year, each boat costing from 
47,000 to £10,000, as against the cost of a 
large sailing lifeboat in 1910 of 
£1,500. More motor lifeboats were 
because they were more efficient and can 
rescue lives in spite of a gale that makes 
life-saving by & rowing and sailing lifeboat 
impossible.

DONCASTER, Tuesday Night. 

So many things happen at this, the greatest 
meeting of the year in the North of England 
and in.many respects the most interesting 
four days of the whole of the racing season, 
that it is best to take them in order. The 
sales began this morning on a high note and 
utterly and entirely falsified the predictions 
of the croakers. Never in the history of 
yearling sales has it ha pened that the 
seventh lot offered on the Tuesday mornin 
has made 7,000 guineas, the price which Fre 
Darling, a¢ting for Lord Dewar, paid for the 
colt by Hurry On out of the Prince Palatine 
mare, Intlaminable, from the Buckland Stud. 
Sir John and Lady Fitzgerald usually sell at 
Newmarket, but this year some of their year- 
lings could not come up in July and were 
kept for Doncaster, with the happiest results. 

A little later a filly by Flying Orb out of 
Tamarisk, from Ballykisteen, and a full-sister 
to the super-plater Globula, made 5,000 
guineas, and before the morning sale was 
over the Aga Khan gave 4.500 guineas for 
the grey colt by Tetratema out of Deccaun, 
bred at Garristown, Co. Dublin, by Mr. A. 
N. Reynolds. The morning session realised 
the sum of 39,790 guineas, which breaks all 
records. . 

A SPLENDID DAY. 

It was a gorgeons autumn day for the 
opening of the meeting, and the racing for 
* variety of interest throughout could not have 
been surpassed. Doncaster begins with a 
super-selling plate, the Fitzwilliam Stakes. 
The start was not too good for this, and the 
two-vear-old Chandos was crowded out. The 
favourite, Gavin, was never quite in the 
picture, and after Dawson City had looked 
like winning, Bright Land, who was bred by 
the late Mr. P. Cullinan and who started at 
an outside price here, came to run hym out 
of it by half a length. 

There was big field for the Doncaster 
Hich-Weight Randican, which - Birchbroom 
won comfortably by half a length from the 
King horse, Runnymede, who showed 
prominently, but did not run on nearly so 
well as the winner. Blueberg was third, two 
lengths away, and did not seem to perform 
well enough to give him the chance in the 
Cambtidgeshire which some people seem to 
think he has. Bella Minna showed good speed, 
but dropped back two furlongs from home. 

If the Champagne Stakes did not definitely 
decide the question of two-year-old superiority 
it may at any rate have served to explode 
for the time the pretensions of Hot Night, 
who did not even finish in the first three. 
The Race was won by the Stefan The Great 
colt, Damon, owned by the New York 
millionaire, Mr. T. F. Ryan and trained by 
AMr. Persse. He won a trifle cleverly by a 


neck from Call Boy, with Sickle two lengths. 


away third. Hot Night made a bad impres- 
sion in the paddock, for he was run up on 
the lec, was sweating heavily, and was very 
excitable. FPamon, a nice thjck-set grey colt, 
who looked fit and well, éa. ars. as much as 
Sickle was on his toes, but Mr. 
had not been able to 
cive him the preparation he would 
have liked, as he had had a fall on 
the roads a few weeks ago which left him 
very stiff, and he had to be eased in his work 
for sume time.

The start was not an entirely good one, ‘for 
Call Boy threw his head up, lost some ground 
and was crossed, while Sickle was almost 
broadside on as the tapes went up. Damon 
settled down in front of Applecross, and Call 
Boy was then dashed up to join them. When 
they had gone two furlongs Hot Night took 
the lead; but he was soon finished with, and 
then Damon went on again. At the distance 
Cali Boy challenged, but Damon held on to 
win a trifle cleverly. 

SIGKLE SHORT OF A GALLOP. 

Sickle ran on under the whip, but he was 
obviously shert of a gallop and did not last 
home. Mr. Frank Curzon, who owns Cail 
Boy, had no fancy for his chance, for the 
colt had had an interrupted preparation and 
was not nearly at his best. He ran so well, 
however, under difficulties, as to suggest that 
when they meet again he will beat. Damon, 
who had everything in his favour to-day. | 
am not sure, however, about his beating 
Sickle, who was not at his best here. 

Never has there been a greater race for th? 
Great Yorkshire Handicap than that of to-day, 
in which at the finish only inches separated 
Seradella, Winalot and Pons Asinorum. Mrs. 
Drummond's daughter of Orpiment winning 
by a short head and a heed, and reversing 
the Ebor form with Pons Asinorum. er- 
cules made the running until they were 
coming to the turn, when Longquill took it 
up. only to be passed soon after by Seradella 
It is possible that Wragg and Childs on Pons 
Asinorum and Winalot held her a little too 
cheaply and delayed their efforts just too 
long, for they failed to catch her. 

Pons Asinorum challenged first, and then 
Childs. who had Jain a long way in the rear 
on Winalot, came. The latter hung towards 
Pons Asinorum, and he. in turn. went over 
to Seradella, but the filly, running on with 
the greatest gameness, just won. If this race 
were run over again twice we would probably 
have two other different results, so little was 
there in it between the three. Tournesol, 
who started favourite, ran badly, as did 
Nonchalant, the three placed horses having 
it all to themselves. 

The Glasgow Nursery does not need any 
description. It was won from end to end 
hy Flashing Star, who had a four lengths 
margin to spare from Hard Lines. 

In the last race Constantius, from Mr. 
Persse’s stable, was well backed, but the 
Manton colt, Duke of .Buckingham, won it. 

To-morrow’s race for the St. Leger needs 
very little discussion. I saw CORONACH at 
work this morning and the Beckhampton colt 
looked splendidly fit and well. All connected 
with him are full of confidence, the conditions 
ef the going are all in his favour. and he 
should break the long spell of ill-luck that 
has attended winners of the Derby in this 
ace. To fill the other two places I choose 
the French colt, MASKED RULER, 
and FOLIATION, FOUNDATION STONE 
missed the last race this afternoon and has a 
chance of winning the Cleveland Handicap 
from Melon.
